served training courses, officially 
approved by the local defense coun­ 
cil, or completion of a prescribed 
apprenticeship devised by the local 
Civilian Defense Volunteer Office, 
or completion of 50 hours of work 
where no specific training is re­ 
quired in a position approved bv the 
Local Defense Council through its 
volunteer office. 
Persons already 
serving in such positions who have 
completed the required number of 
hours are immediately eligible for 
membership in tile U. S. Citizens 
Service Corps. 
Appointment to the U. S. Citizens 
Service Corps is to be made by the 
local authorities and each person 
appointed must take an oath to 
defend and uphold the Constitution 
of t!ic United States and to perform 
all duties to which he is assigned. 
Members are entitled to a certifi­ 
cate of membership and to wear a 
newly adopted insigne of the U. S. 
Citizens Service Corps. 
Failure to 
perform duties assigned is grounds 
for dismissal by the local defense 
council. 
The now insigne for the mem­ 
bers of the U. S. Citizens Service 
Corps, shown above, consist of a red 
“V” in the center of a white trian­ 
gle, with a small red “C” and "D” 
placed on the sides of the “V”; tile 
usual white triangle to be embossed 
on a circular field of blue. 
Members of the U. S. Citizens 
Service Corps are entitled to wear 
their insigne either as a lapel but­ 
ton or pin. They are not, however, 
authorized to use the brassard or 
arm band which entitle members 
of the protective sendees of the 
U. S. Citizens Defense Corns to be 
in tho street# during u blackout.
